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HE Revolution which has happened in our 
Country, the Epocha of which ought to be 

fixed on the 25th of April, * bears all the 
Marks of a particular Direction of Divine Provi- 
dence. Eight Days before that time, the moſt pe- 
netrating Politicians did not, nor could have expect- 
ed it ; but it was wrote down in the Book of Fate, 
that we ſhould owe our Deliverance to the moſt in- 
veterate of our Fnemies: Such was Philip the IId. 
ſuch has been Lewis the XIV. but ſuch now is not 
Lewis the XV. whoſe Virtue ſufficiently aſſures us, 


that when on various occaſions he declared himſelf 
our Friend, he declared What he rcally thought, 


and what he ſtill thinks; but it is a Cardinal Tercin, 
whoſe Jeſuitiſm is an Enemy to all the Protectors of 
the true Chriſtian Religion; anda Count Saxe, who 
thirſts after the Glory of ſucceeding better in the 
Conqueſt of our Republick, than Conde and Turenne : 
But on the Margin of this eternal Volume it is writ- 
ten, that the Blood of the ORANGE ſhall always 
fave and deliver her from Tyranny ; and of this 
what has ſo lately happened, is a convincing Proof. 
The principal Circumftances of this aſtoniſhing, 
though neceſſary Event, ought to be tranſmitted to 
Poſterity, with all the Impartiality that Hiſtory re- 
quires. We ſhall ther. fore. ſhew both the diſtant

T was very viſible, in the extraordinary and impor- 
tant Revolution which happen d (between the 25th 
of April, and the 6th of May) in the Republick, that 


our Burghers have not loſt the juſt Idea, which our An- 
” ceſtors had of the moſt Serene Houſe of Ozancr, ta 


which the Republick owes its Origin, its invaluable Li- 


derty, and the free Exerciſe of its Religion. 


In ſpeaking of the Prince ſo lately veſted with the 
Dignity of Sratholder General of the Union, it is com- 


mon to call our five preceding Statholders his Anceſ- 
tors. But this is wrong; for they were only his Prede- 
ceſſors, as he does not deſcend from any of them, but 


from Joux the Elder, who was younger Brother of 
WirLIAu, the Founder and firſt £:athol/der of the Re- 
publick, who was the Eldeſt Son to WILLIAM the Anti-

Beroke the happy Revolution, by which the ſeven 
Provinces which form the Republick, were delivered 
from the tyrannical Yoke of Spain, the 17 Provinces 
of the Low Countries had been ſucceſſively re- united in 
the Houſe of Burgundy, from whence they paſſed into 
that of Auſiria, by the Marriage of Maximilian Son of 


the Emperor Fed ict Iild, wih Mary of Burgund,, | 
Daughter and Heireſs of Chor/:s the Bold, ſhe bringing 


him in Marriage this Rich Succeſſion, which dſcended 


to their Son Philip King of Cie, of whom Charles | 


the Veh, inherited them. 

Dux the Time Maximilian, Philip, Ch ri the 
Vth, and Pig IId. his Son, poliefled theſe Provinces, 
they were reſpecti s ely governed, according to the Cuſtom 
of all Ages 7, by the States of each Province, which 
were uſually compoſed of Depaties from the Nobility, 
and the Magiſtrates of each Town. There was uſually 
a Province, as that of Uzr-cht, in which the Clergy had 
alſo a Share in the Government, and therefore in the 
States of that Province there were three Orders. Each 
Province had a Governor ( S:athold:r ) nominated by the 
Prince, and ſometimes the ſame Lord was at once Go- 
vernor of two or three neighbouring Provinces, in which 
he repreſented the Perſon of the Sovereign whoſe Inte- 
reſts he ſerved, by maintaining Unanimity in the Al- 
fembly of the States, taking ſpecial Care to admit no 
factious or turbulent Perſons therein. 
I. was Governor for Charles the Vth. of the Pro- 
vinces of Halli nd, Zeeland, and Utrecht: And there- 
fore, when he laid the Foundation of the Repub- 
lick, he preſerved the ſame Form of Government in 
all the Provinces ; which, in Reward of the Services he 
had done his Country, elected him their Szatho/der-Ge- 
neral, being before Statholder in particular of Helland,

Tnuus have we traverſed the Genealogy of the Prin- 
ces Statholders : Let us now ſee what Services they have 
done to the Republick ; of theſe, we ſhall be very far 
from relating a//, for that would require more than a 
Volume in Folio, as it is the moſt copious and agreeable 
Part of the Hiſtory of our Republick. 

WiLL1am the Iſt, and his Brother Lewis, were the 
firſt among the Grandees of the Country, who laid the 
Foundations of the Republick, and who both cemented 
them with their Blood: Grotius, ſpeaking of the firſt, 
lays, that he was generally acknowledged in all the Towns, 
to be the Author of their Liberty; and as he poſſeſed in an 
eminent Degree, all thoſe Qualities which gain the Love 
of Mankind, by ſeeming to reject all Kinds of Authority, 
he eftabliſhed one extremely powerful in the Aﬀettions of 
the People. He exerciſed the Statholderſhip from 1572 
till his Death, which happened in 1584, in the 51 
Year of his Age. 

IT was in 1572, that he made himſelf Maſter of the 
Briel : This Conqueſt was followed by that of VI ingen, 
Veer, Zirickzee, os. Oudewater, Gorcum, Buren, Enk- 
huyzen, Medenblyck, Hoorn, Edam, and in fine, of the 
whole County of Zutpher, Overyſſel, South and North 
Holland, except Amſterdam and Schonhoven ; and he the 
lame Year took Roermonde, Louvain, Nivelle, Malines, 
Dendermonde, and Oudenarde . 

In 1573, he ſubjected Middleburgh and Geertruyden- 
berg; about which Time, Admiral Bolt defeated the 
Spaniſh Fleet before Berg-op-z0om, and before Lillo. Re- 
quiſens alſo was obliged to abandon North Holland, and 


leave behind him two Thirds of his Men.

As ſoon as the Peace was concluded, the States of the 
reſpective Provinces, particularly thoſe of Holland, who 
alone had borne more than half the Burthen of the 
War, began to think of the Means to reap the Fruits 
of it, by repairing the vaſt Loſſes which it had occaſi- 
oned. One of the firſt Things that offered, was a Re- 
duction of the Troops; but this was not agreeable to 
the young Prince William, who was poſleſſed of all the 
Courage and Martial Ardour of his three illuſtrious 
Predeceſlors. This occaſioned ſome Diſputes between 
him and the States of Holland, and theſe Diſputes were 
the Conſequence of an Enterprize which he formed up- 
on Amſterdam, and of his Seizing ſeven Deputies of the 
States of the Province, who were the moſt violent and | 
obſtinate in their Oppoſition to his Deſigns. Theſe De- 
puties he ordered to be conducted to Loeweſtein, from 
whence came the Name of the Faction that was formed 
in the Republick, after his Death, againſt his Family, 
He died the 6th of Nowember 1650, without having 
performed any Thing remarkable during his Govern- 
ment of three Years and a half. 

William III. was born eight Days after the Death | 
of his Father. The abſolute Manner in which this laſt 
had endeavoured to govern the State, had greatly dil- 
ſatisfied many of the People, ſo that the Faction of 
Loeweſtein did not find it difficult to take advantage of the 
Circumſtance of his Son's Infancy, indirectly to aboliſh 
the Statholderſhip ; and Cromavel, who could not but 
be under ſome Fear of the Blood of the Stuarts in what- 
ever Branch it might be, and eſpecially in a Prince of 
Orange, in whom Prudence and Valour are Hereditary, 

ut the finiſhing Hand to the Project formed againſt the 

levation of the Young Villiam to the Dignities of his 
Father. The Memory of theſe Times is not yet effaced, 
It ſhall ſuffice to ſay, that the Republick under its Stat- 
holders, and ſince the Death of the laſt, was arrived at 
ſuch a vaſt Degree of Power, as excited the Jealouſy of 
France, and made Lewis XIV. think he could never 
raiſe the Edifice of his Univerſal Monarchy, till the Ruin 
of the Republick became the Foundation of it. From 
hence ſprung the ambitious and unjuſtReſolution of render- 
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them into a frightful Deſart, by putting every Thing in 


them to Fire and Sword. Who would believe it! Eng-

He 
warned the Republick to be upon its Guard, by refuſing 
to hear her Juſtification, concerning the Grievances which 
he had alledged againſt her. An Ambition, little dif- 
ferent from Cruelty, had incited him to the Formation 
of the Deſign, ſo that to the Refuſal of L:auis XIV. 
may be applied Phe4rus's Fable of the Wolf and Lamb, 
which ſays : 


Hee propter illos ſcripta eſt homines Fabula, 
Qui fiftis cauſis innocentis optrimunt. 


How was it poſſible for the unhappy Republick to 
put itſelf in ſuch a poſture of Defence, as the greatneſs 
of the Forces deſtined for her Deſtruction required ? She 
had no Chief, no Army, nor no Fleet. For 22 Years, 
we had been engaged in“ “* But we need not call to 
mind a Behaviour condemned then and imitated ſince, 
for 45 Years.

As he died without Children, af cr 
having happily governed the Republick for 30 Vears, the 
overnment reaſſumed the fame Form which had been 
eſtabliſhed after the Death of his Father, and which has 
continued to this Time, when the Miniſtry of France have 
done that for the Heir * of William III. which Lewis 
XIV. had before done for that Prince.

the Dutchy of Milan, as Heir to the Rights of Cat he- 
rine of Spain, Daughter of Philip II. his Great Great 
Grand-father. Hoſtilities were immediately commen- 
ced ; the firſt Blows fell upon a Prince of the Empire 
(the Biſhop of Pagau) in contempt of the Laws of the 
Empire, but by Virtue of the Right of Convenience; and 
the States of Auſtria ſoon lie expoſed a Prey to fo- 
reign Troops, who menace even Vienna: YVimna ! that 
Balwark of Chriſtianity, from whence the Heireſs of ſo 
many Emperors is obliged to fly that ſhe may throw her- 
ſelf into the Arms of her faithful Hunga tans. 

We ſhall not here give an Account of this unjuſt War, 
the Authors of which have already in part felt the Mi- 
ſeries of it, for it has coſt France more than 400,000 
Men, Spain more than 1 5, ooo, Bavaria the Ruin and 
Devaſtation of its Dominions; the total Ruin of the 
French Colonies and Commerce, the exhauſting of her 
Treaſures, and the Deſtruction of her Naval Power. 
Spain alſo, beſides the Ruin of her Commerce in America, 
had her Treaſures exhauſted in Europe. The Queen of Hu: 
gary implored the Aſſiſtance of her Guarantees, but there 
were none beſides her natural Allies that furniſhed her with 
any ; theſe performed their Engagements not only becauſe 
good Faith required it, but alſo becauſe they penetrated 
the Deſigns of France, who by the Ruin of the Houſe 0! 
Auſtria, would infallibly accompliſh the End of all he: 
unjuſt Enterprizes, which is Univerſal Monarchy.

Of the Reſolutions of the Burgomaſters and Governors of 
the Ciry of VE ER, Tueſday the 25th of April 1747, 
at five a Clock in the Morning. 


HE Aſſembly being met in conſequence of an ex- 

traordinary Call, it was notified to the venerable 
Magiſtrates, by the Burgomaſter en that ſeveral of 
the principal Officers, and ſome Subalterns belonging to 
the Burgher Company of the Orange Standard, who were 
upon Guard that Night, had come once and again to his 
Houſe during the Night, and informed him that they ob- 
ſerved a great Agitation among the Inhabitants of the 
City, ard that not only their own Company, but in ge- 
ncral all the Inhabitants, carneltly defired, requeſted and 
demanded, that his Serene Highneſs the Prince of Orange 
might be appointed to the Command of this Province.

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Murmurs were heard : the Prudence of the Magiſtrates, 
who perfectly well knew the Sentiments of the Burghers 
and Citizens on this Head, determining them to prevent 
all by a ſeaſonable Compliance. This Obſervation we 
make for the Sake of Poſterity, to whom we recom- 
mend this admirable Example of the Harmony that ap- 
peared between Magiſtrates and Citizens in an Aﬀair of 
the greateſt Importance, and of the Moderation that ap- 
peared in all the Orders of the State, very different from 
thoſe Exceſſes, of which our Fathers left us ſo fatal a 
Precedent in the Year 1672. For here every Thing was 
tranſacted with the greateſt Order and Regularity, to the 
Satisfaction of the High as well as the Low, the full 
Content of our Allies, and the Confuſion of the Ene- 
mies of the Commonwealth.

the earneſt Solicitations of the Burghers and Inhabitants,

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Orange, Statholder, Admiral and Captain General of the 
Province of Holland; an Election that had been accom- 
panied with the greateſt Demonſtrations of Joy, the 
Orange Flag being immediately ſet up before the 'Town- 
houſe, as well as on the Steeple of the great Church, 
and in ſeveral other Places. As the Noiſe of the Cannon 
of the City of Rotterdam had been heard at the Hague 
a few Hours before, the Public was in ſome meaſure 
prepared for this News. 'The People in their Tranſport 
flocked together on all Sides, and afſembled in the Square 
that fronts the Palace, and in the ſeveral Streets leading 
toit. The Acclamations and Shouts of the Multitude 
ſoon reached the Ears of the States of Holland and . 
Frigſſand, who were then fitting. The Count De Ben- 
tick, one of the Deputies of the Nobility of that Pro- 
vince, and whoſe Zeal and Virtues render him dear to 
the People, left the Aſſembly, to enquire into the De- 
mands of the Multitude. Upon the univerſal Cry which 
aroſe, that they wanted a Statholder, that Lord exhorted 
them to calm their preſent "Tranſport, and to reſt aſſured, 
that ſuch Meaſures ſhould be taken as the public Exigence 
might require. The Baron of Waſſtracr, Grand-Bail 
liff of the Haguc, quitted alſo the Aſſembly, and camo 
to the Town-nouſe, where the Magiſtrates were employ- 
ed in deliberating upon Means to prevent any ill Con ſe.

As ſoon as this was read, the Spectators gave the loud- 
eſt Acclamations of Joy, and for ſome time nothing v , 
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heard but the Words Orange for ever ! and Huxxa ! 


During this the Trumpets were ſounded as before, and 
the Standard of Orange was diſplayed from the ſame 
Window over the Gate, and the Perſon who held i-, be- 
ing chief Uſher to their Noble and Great Mightineſſes, 
waved it about ſeveral Times; after which it was fixed 
to the Window. The above Reſolution having been 
ſent to the Magiſtrates, the Bell of the Hotel de Ville, or 
Town-Hall, was rung, to give Notice of it to the People, 
who accordingly aſlembled in great Numbers: Then 
Mr. Pietenſin, Burgomaſter Preſident got upon the Steps, 
with the Secretary Ten Howe, who there made the ſame 
Publication, while the other Magiſtrates appeared at the 
Windows with Orange Cochades. The reading of it was 
interrupted two or three times by the impatient Joy of 
the People, which burſt forth in repeated Acclamations ; 
but being at laſt ended, the Standard of Orange was 
furled before the Town-HHall, and then ſet up there. 
Drums were placed in the Gallery at the top of the 
Tower of this Hall, to animate and ſecond by their 
Sound, the Acclamatiions of the Multitude ; and the 
Trumpets of the Council of State came ſoon after and 
placed themſelves upon the Steps, where they played the 
ſame Tune as at the Palace, and the People anſwered it 
by ceaſleſs Acclamations. In the Afternoon, the Court 
of Juſtice publiſhed an Order for the Members and Of- 
ficers of this Tribunal, to illuminate their Houſes, on 
occaſion of this joyous Event: Yet it was not them alone 
who did this, for all the Burghers and Inhabitants of the 
Hague, not being able to ſet Bounds to their Joy, and 
even envying others the Glory of diſtinguiſhing them- 
ſelves in that reſpect, would not loſe ſo fair an Opportu- 
nity, but withoat Exception inſtantly illuminated their 
Houſes. From tne few Hours the People had for this, 


ve may judge of their Zeal in it; for this Evening pre- 


ſented the ſineſt Sight imaginable. Entire Streets and 
Squares, in ſhort, the whole Town appeared as in a 
lame, and one might ſee 25 diſtinctly as by Day-lizht. 
Various kinds of Fireworks were alſo played of, and 
the Whole concluded without any Diſorder or Accident, 


Tue Portugueze Jexws alſo greatly Diſtinguiſhed them-

Tux ſame Day being the Third, the States of the 
Province of Utrecht aſſembled, and after having delibe- 
rated upon the Situation of the Affairs of their Country,

The ſame Night the Prince received 
the Compliments of the States of the Province, by a Ne- 
putation ſent for that purpoſe. Next Day his Serene 
Highneſs having notified his Arrival to the ſeveral Col- 
leges, the Deputies of the States repaired about ten a 
Clock in great Pomp to the Palace, to compliment the 
Prince upon his Election to the S2:4tholder/hip of that 
Province. After them, the Deputies of the States Gene- 
ral, having the Count De Reandivych at their Head, went 
to preſent him, in a golden Box properly ornamentcd, 
with the Decree by which he was conſtituted Admiral and 
Captain General of the whole Republick.

red; and that it ay pleaſe God to bleſs all your great 
Defigns for the Preſervation of your Cou ntry. 

WHEN the Ceremony was over, his Serene Highneſs 
pailed, amidſt the Noiſe of Trumpets and Kettle-Drums, 
to tae Council of: State, where he was introduced by the 

two before-mentioned Deputies. The States General 
had at the ſame time wrote the following Letter to the

Higuneſs.

We make no doubt but your 
noble Mightineſſes will receive the News of this Elec- 
tion with Joy, and contribute all in your Power 
towards aſſiſting his Serene Highneſs in the Diſcharge 
* of that eminent Truſt, and in his Endeavours to reſcue 
the State out of its preſent deplorable Situation. May 
it pleaſe the Almighty to proſper the Arms of the Re- 
public k, under the Direction of ſo renown'd a Leader, 
* and to reſtore them to that Splendor they acquired in 
* the times of the former Princes of Orange his Prede- 
s ceſſors; the generous Defenders of the Liberty ot 
* their Country, and who are juſtly celebrated over all 
* Eurepe, as the great Improvers of the Art of War. 

THe Council came in a Body to receive his Serene 
Highneſs, who was preſented to them by the Count Y. 
Bentick-Roon, at the Head of a Deputation from the 
States General. The Count upon this Occaſion made 
the following Speech which has been received with ver; 
great Applauſe. 


Noble and Mighty Loops, 
T has pleaſed the Divine Providence ſo to direct the 
Affairs of this Republick, that his Serene Highnet: 
the Prince of Orange and Naſſau has been raiſed to the 
eminent Dignities of Sathelder and Captain Gen ral and 
Aamiral, by the States of all the ſeveral Provinces, and 
that the States General have conferred upon him the 
Office of Captoin General and Admiral of the Union. It 
is in this Quality, Neb/e and Mighty I ords, and by Order 
of their High Mightineſſes, that we have the Honour ot 
introducing the Prince into this Aſſembly; agreeable tv 
the fundamental Conſtitutions of the State: We hope that 
the Re-eſtabliſhing the antient Form of Government, 
will re-eſtabliſh alſo Unanimity in the Common-wealth, 
quicken our Deliberations, promote and acelerate their 


Execution, and introduce a wiſe Diſtribution of Rewards | 
and Puniſhments, without which no Government can 


ſubſiſt. 
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IT was by ſuch Methods as thefe, and the matchleſs 
Conduct of the Princes of Orange, that our Country firſt 
roſe to that high Pitch of Felicity and Grandeur, whence 
in theſe latter Days it has ſo miſerably fallen, as being 
deſtitute both of Strength and Counſel, and reduced to be 
the Scorn and Deriſion of its Enemies, and a uſeleſs 
Load upon its Allies. We doubt not however but the 
Prince, whom we have now the Honour to preſent to 
you, will tread in the Steps of his illuſtrious Predeceſſors, 
and concur with us to deliver the Republick from the 
preſent Invaſion, and guard it againſt the Attempts of an 
ambitious and perfidious Neighbour, who openly makes 
Sport of good Faith, Honour, and "Treaties the moſt ſo- 
lemnly ſworn to. We flatter ourſelves that this high 
Confidence of the whole Nation will be crown'd with an- 
ſwerable Effects, and juſtify that univerſal Affection which 
the People have teſtihed to the Houſe of Orange; an Af- 
fection which neither Time has been able to efface, nor 
Art to eradicate. The great Qualities of the Prince are 
a very ſure Pledge of the Goodneſs of the Choice, the 
moſt unanimous that a People can make, and of which 
Hiſtory hardly furniſhes an Example. Render therefore 
to his Serene Highneſs the Honours due to his Rank and 
Dignities ; and may God bleſs your Deliberations, and 
direct them to the true Intereſt of the State, and the Pre- 
ſervation of our Country and Liberties. 

H1s Serene Highneſs withdrew about four o'Clock, 
and was conducted to the outward Gate, by the whole 
College in a Body : A Coach and Six belonging to the 
Baron de / inder, Signior de Doweren, waited for him 
there ; the Prince got into it, accompanied by the Baron 
de Wafſenaer and Mr. Scheyteruit, who both ſate back- 
wards : This Coach was followed by another, in which 
was Meſſ. Godyng, Vos wan Steenwyk, and the Secretary 
Fan der Hop. Having conducted his Serene Highneſs 
back to his Palace, the Deputies returned to the Council 
of State, and the whole of this great Solemnity was end- 
ed about Half an Hour paſt four, 'The ſame Evening 
there were Illuminations, Fireworks, and firing of Guns, 
ina Word, all Kinds of Demonſtrations of the moſt ex- 


traordinary 
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traordinary Joy, throughout all parts of the Hague. The 
Magiſtrates, in particular, ordered the 'Town-Hall to be 
illuminated in a grand Manner: In that Front of it nex: 
the Church, were placed ſix magnificent tranſparent Pic. 
tures, three in each Story; the firſt of which repreſented 
a Hand ſtretched out of the Clouds, and preſenting the 
Prince with a Bundle of ſeven Arrows, tied round with an 
Orange-coloured Ribbon, and his Serene Highneſs re. 
ſpectfully receiving it, with the Words, 4 Deo. The {ce 
cond repreſented theGod of War offering his naked Sw o 
to the Prince, who received it from him, and the Word: 
Pro Populo. Pallas appeared in the Third, leading the 
Prince by the Hand, compleatly armed to Battle, wit; 
this Device, Hac Duce. In the Fourth, the Prince a; 
peared compleatly armed on Horſeback, with theſe Word. 
taken from Virgil, and rendered applicable, with a litt. 
Alteration, to the Subject:

Giving us to underſtand, by theſe four Emblems tabs 
together, that the Prince of Orange having received ti; 
Poſt of $tatholder of the Seven Provinces, from the Hand 
of Providence, ſhould fave the Republick, and re-e!la» 
liſh its Tranquility by the force of Arms, and the Wi! 
dom of his Conduct. The other two Pictures placed it 
the Middle repreſented, one the Arms, and the other t 
Name of his Serene Highneſs, in finely-flouriſhed Let 
ters; and at the Extremities above theſe Decorations were 


fixed two Orange-coloured Standards, and Colours in die 
Middle, on which were repreſented the Arms of the Pro 


vince, thoſe of his Serene Highneſs, and thoſe of the 
Hogue. There were alſo placed on each fide the Loh 
Halk-Steps, but a little advanced from them, two grea! 
Branched Candleſticks of a pyramidal Form, in the Scon. 
ces of which were lighted Flambeaux. The Steeple 0 


the great Church was alſo illuminated by a triple Rang 
of Lanterns, and the Chimes were played from nin 
o'Clock till Midnight, without Intermiſſion. It wous 
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be impoſſible to give an Account of all the various Deco- 


rations, by which particular Perſons endeavoured to di- 


ſinguiſh themſelves on this Occaſion ; ſuſhce it to ſay, 
that nothing equal to it was ever ſeen before. Though a 
too great Similarity in Illuminations on ſuch Occaſions is 
generally obſervable, it is nevertheleſs certain, that the 
Variety both in the Invention and Execution of them, 
did not make the leaft agreeable Part of this delightful 
Spectacle. 

Tus Rejoicings continued, without the leaſt Diſor- 
der or Accident, till the next Morning: His Serene 
Highneſs the Prince Satholder, accompanied by her Roy- 
al Highneſs the Princeſs his Conſort, rode in a Coach from 
'Fen o'Clock till One in the Morning, through the prin- 
cipal Strects of the Hague, with a numerous Retinue, 
that they might themſelves be Witneſſes of the general 
Joy; and their Highneſſes were pleaſed publickly to de- 
Clare their entire Satisfaction in the Rejoycings. 

Tre Sixteenth in the Morning, the Council of State 
came in a Body to his Serene Highneſs's Palace, and con- 
ducted him with great Ceremony to the Apartment where 
this College uſually aſſembles, and having aſſiſted there 
in the Deliberations, the Baron de Wa/raer, Seignor de 
Doveren, introduced him to his Seat in the Aſſembly of 
the States of Holland and W:/?-Friefland, as a Member of 
the Body of Nobility of that Province. On the break- 
ing up of this Aſſembly, Meſſrs. Van der Duyn, Seignor 
de's Grawemore; the Baron de H affenaer, Seignor de 
Doveren; the Count de Bentinch, Seignor de Noon, &c. 
the Baron de Il afſenaer, Seignor Rhinſaterwoude, the 
Baron de Vac nager, Seignor de Staremberg; and the 
Grand Penſionary, reconducted his Serene Highneſs to 
his Palace. 

Tavs concluded theſe auguſt Ceremonies. The next 
Day his Serene Highneſs aſſiſted in the Morning in the 
Deliberations of the States General and the Council of 
State; and ſet out in the Afternoon for Zeeland, where 
be was expected with the utmoſt Impatience.

* Hts Excellence ſhall ele&, create, or renew, at the 
uſual Times, the Magiſtrates of Towns, according to 
the antient Cuſtoms, Laws and Privileges of the faid 
Towns; provided always, that if Neceflity or Security 
requires that any Pailif, Regency, or Magiſtracy of 
any Town, Mall be extraordinarily depoſed or renew- 
ed, his Excellence may do it alſo, having taken cogni- 
zunce of he Cauſe, and havins a Majority of Voices 
of thoſe who repreſent the eil, or Body of the 
ſaid Toon; all this without a infringement of the 
Rights and Privile-es of the ſaid Towr?, nor {hall they 
be leſs ſtrictly obſerved and preſerved. 

His Excellence ſhail likewiſe :naintain and protect 
all the Rights, Privileges, Liberties, and Laudable 
Cuſtoms of the Territory and 'Towns of land and 
Zeeland, ſubjett io his Obedience in genera! and in par- 
ticular, „y defe..ding, maintaining, and protecting the 
Prerogatives and Authority of all Officers, Magiftrater, 
F z and 
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* and lawful Regents : Nor ſhall the Governors, Cap. 
* tains, or others, appointed in any Place for the exe- 
* cution of matters concerning the War, concern them- 
* ſelves, or take any Cognizance of Civil Affairs, hap. 
* pening within or without the Town, but ſhall leave 
them to the Care of the Bailiffs, Magiſtrates, and Re: 
« gents of the Court and particular Places, as always haz 
been the Cuſtom, 

Wir regard to Religion, his Excellence ſhall ad- 
* mit and maintain the Exerciſe of the Evangelical Re- 
formed Religion, and ſhall ſuſpend and put an End to 
the Exerciſe of all others contrary to the Evangelical; 
provided nevertheleſs, that his Excellence ſhall not 


make, or cauſe to be made, any Enquiries concerning 


the Religion of any one, nor that any Perſon may be 
« expoſed on this Acconut to any unjuſt Inſult or Los, 
by making ſuch Regulations with regard to the Exer. 
ciſe of the ſaid Religion as ſhall be found neceſſary, 
according to the Occurrences and Condition of the 
Towns, for the greater Tranquillity and Convenience 
of the People, and without diminiſhing the Reſpect due 
to the Divine Being, even by taking the Advice of the 
States, if it ſhould be neceſlary. 

Tus States and Confederates in common, ſhal! 
* cauſe all Bailiffs, Magiſtrates, Burghers and Commu- 
« nities, in all the Cities and Towns, to take an Oath of 
Fidelity, Submiſſion and Obedience to his Excellence

"II Members having expreſſed a general and una- 
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* nimous Deſire to elect and inſtall for Statholder 
of this Province, his Highneſs the Prince of Orange, 
(foraſmuch as it hath been agreed and ordained by the 
Reſolution of this preſent Month of 7«/y, which has 
now paſſed and been recapitulated in the Aſſembly, 
That in the preſent dangerous Circumſtances, to enable 
the Members of this Province to ele& a Statholder, to 
abſolve them in general and in particular with regard 
to the Oath which they have taken upon the perpetual 
Edict, agreeable to the Reſolution of the fifth of Auguſt 
1667, from the aforeſaid Oath, and to re-eſtabliſh them 
in the ſame Liberty and Capacity of electing a Stathol- 
der, which they enjoyed before the paſſing of the ſaid 
Edict) the Lords of the Order of the Nobility, and the 
Deputies of the 'Towns, have judged it proper, and 
have reſolved in the Name and on the Part of the 
Lords their Delegators, to elect and conſtitute the a- 
foreſaid Prince of Orange, and their noble and great

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| ther entangled, by taking Part in that which had broken 


out between the two Northern Crowns. That in 1664, 
a new War was kindled between the Republick and the 
King of England; which was ſoon after ſucceeded by a- 
nother ſtill more fatal and bloody, under which ſhe at 
preſent groans. That during the Interval of all theſe 
Wars, the States had ſuffered many Diſgraces and Af- 


' fronts from the neighbouring Potentates, who before 


uſed to ſtand greatly in Awe of her. That in relation to 
Domeſtick Affairs, ſhe had been miſerably torn with in- 
teſtine Divifions : That between the Years 1650 and 
1660, two oppoſite Parties were formed in the State, the 


one declaring loudly for the preſent Prince of Orange, the 


only remaining Iſſue Male of that illuſtrious Houſe ; while 
the other with no leſs Zeal maintained, that we ought 
wholly to abandon the Intereſt of that Prince: That the 
King of Great Britain being reſtored to his Crown by the 
Parliament, and paſling through theie Provinces in his 
Return to that Kingdom, the States had promiſed to his 
Majeſty, and the Princeſs Dowager of Orange his Siſter, 
that they would not be unmindful of the Education and 
Intereſts of his Highneſs, thereby ſufficiently intimating, 
that he was deſtined to fill the honourable Offices and 
Employments of his Anceſtors : 'That after the Death of 
that Princeſs, a different Scheme of Politicks took place, 
directly oppoſite to theſe Engagements: That ſome time 
after, the States anew undertook the Care of his Educati- 
on ; and that, in fine, towards the End of the Year 1671, 
and about the Beginning of 1672, very warm Debates a- 
roſe touching the Election of his Highneſs to the ſupreme 
Command of the Armies of the Republick. 

THe States thereof, now ſenſible from a woful Expe- 
rience, how much theſe inteſtine Diſſentions have from 
time to time expoſed them to the Inſults of their Ene- 


mies, who plainly ſaw, that by reaſon of theſe inward Di- 


viſions they were no longer in a Condition to defend 
themſelves, in as much as that firm Union and Confede- 
racy, upon which their firſt Eſtabliſhment and After-

tion of attacking theſe Provinces, ſeveral whole Months 
were loſt in Debates about the Election of a Captain Ge. 
neral, and before a Reſolution could be taken of com- 
miſſioning his Serene Highneſs to levy Troops and take 
the neceſſary Meaſures for the Defence of the Country; 
whence it happened, that upon the French King's march. 
ing his Army into theſe Provinces, in 1672, he had al. 
moſt entirely overwhelmed the Republick : Their ſaid 
Noble and Great Mightineſſes the States of Holland and 
et Fri;/land, having maturely weighed all theſe thing, 
are unanimouſly of Opinion, that nothing can be ima- 
gined or deviſed more effectual, either on the one {ide 
wholly to extinguiſh theſe Differences, and prevent any 
ſuch ariſing for the Future, or on the other to expreſs their 
Acknowledgment of the important Services which the 
Republick has received from the illuſtrious Houſe of 
Orange, both in its Eſtabliſhment and After Defence, 
than to confer unanimouſly upon his Serene Highnels, 
and his Heirs Male lawfully begotten, the Dignity ct 
Statholder, Captain General, and Admiral, &c.

and known Capacity of his Serene Highneſs Villiam-

From the ſeveral Commiſhons which we meet with 
in the Hiſtories of Adzemo, Hooft, Bor, Vun Meters, 
Va, Leeuwe, Oc. it appears, that the Office of Statholde 
claims all the Prerogatives following, vix.

5. Tur Statholders have alſo the Power of pardor 
ing Criminals ; yet Maurice could not exerciſe th: 
Power but with the Conſent of the Council of Com 
mittees, and of the Judges and Lawyers of the Cit 


where the Crime had been committed. 

6. A STATHOLDER is bound to ſee to the Exccutio! 
of the Laws and Ordinances of the Province whereof h: 
is Statholder. 

7. By the Union of Utrecht it is ſtipulated, that th! 
Statholders ſhall act as Arbitrators in the Conteſts tha 
happen between any of the Provinces ; and they a: 
bound to ſtand to their Deciſion. 

8. In fine, their principal Office is, to command tht 
Armies by Sea and Land of the Union; but they lar? 
no Authority over the Troops of the reſpective Province 


within their own Territories, but only when they wy 
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the Field without the Bounds of the Province ; there 
they may confer Poſts, and expedite Commiſſions. 

Tur Revenues of the Statholders have been computed 
at ſeveral Millions, but I am apt to think without ſuf-

Bes1Dtes this, he had a Tenth of all the Prizes taken 
by Sea, an Article which brought in indeed ſeveral Mil- 
lions to the firſt Statholders. 

Tur Deduction of the Province of Holland, printed in 
1654, tells us, that in the Space of 64 Years, the Stat- 
holders had colt the Repub/ick 19,699, 785 Florins. 

Is 1672, //7{/i-;n III. had a Salary of 25,000 Florins 
aſſigned him, in Conſideration of his having a Seat in 
the Council of State. In 1674, the States remitted a 
Debt of two Millions due from that Prince, and the 
lame Year propoſed to allow the Princeſs Dowager a 
Penſion of 40,000 Floris. From all which tis evident, 
that we have no certain Rule whereby to calculate the 
Revenues of this Office, they being at different Times 
encreaſed or diminiſhed, according to the Necoſſities of 
the State, 

We have ſcen in the two Letters which his Serene 
Highnels wrote to the States of Zeeland, and in the Ex- 
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tract of the Speech he made to the States General the 
Day of his Inſtallation, with what worthy Sentiments, 
and truly conducive to the Profperity of the State, he re- 
ceived the News of the Revolution that had happened in 
his Favour. This virtuous Prince, who refers the whole 
Event, and indeed with the juſteſt Reaſon, to a particu- 
lar Direction of the Divine Providence, which alone 
could at one and the ſame Time ſet ſo many different 
Springs to work, to bring about its Ends, by Means 
ſeemingly contradiftory among themſelves ; has not 
varied from theſe Sentiments fince the firſt Moment that 
he received the important News, and has expreſſed him- 
ſelf on ſeveral Occafions in a Manner that aſlords the 
higheſt Hopes of his future Government, which he has 
begun by pacifying and quieting, with the greateſt Equity 
and Moderation, the Commotions in Zeeland, wanere the 
Burghers of ſome 'Towns thought to take Advantage of 
the rt Moments of the Revolution, to be revenged on 
the Magiſtrates for certain Injuries they pretended to 
have received at their Hands. The Danger was prefling, 
the Prince haſtened thither immediately. His Election 
was carried on with the greateſt Unanimity, and without 
Bloodſhed, which has rendered it doubly precious to him. 
He ſincerely thanked Heaven for ſo great a Bleſſing, 
and made all the Haſte he could to prevent any ill Conſe- 
quences from the Commotions wherewith it began.

* ity in the preſent Caſe ; but do you know how much a

* Burgher, I have never yet ſeen a Statho/der, how then 
* ſhould I know ? Vet I ſhould be glad to learn it of you. 
Why (faid the Magiſtrate,) thirty Tuns of Gold, [bc 
Millions of Florins.] Thirty Tuns! cried the Burgher. 
hen pauſing a Moment. But ſo much the better, we 
have been five and forty Years without a Statho/der, 
and of courſe muſt have ſaved 1350 Tuna, [135 Mil- 
lions. ] This Fund will well ſupport a War of three 
* Years with Frarce, which cannot at preſent abound ve- 
ry much in Money, after what they have ſpent in the

and Government of the City, to ſome of the 
principal Burghers ; and theſe Troubles being princi- 
pally occaſioned by ſome Jealoufies and Suſpicions, 
which the Burghers had taken up againſt the Mag iſtrates, 
as if ſeveral of them had been guilty of the moſt enor- 
mous Crimes, of which however no certain Diſcovery 
has yet been made; and that in all ſuch Cafes Enquiry 
ought to be made, under a good and well- regulated 
Government, in the ordinary Way of Juſtice, that n 
one may ſuffer in his Perſon and Eſtate, in Contradicti- 
on to the ancient Privileges and fundamental Laws ot 
the Country, or be deprived of that Security and Pro- 
tection, to which the Conſtitution of our State give 
him a juſt Claim; and becauſe a perfect Harmony, 
Union, Tranquility and mutual Confidence, between 
the Magiſtrates, Burghers and Inhabitants, is more ne- 
ceſſary than ever, eſpecially in the preſent Conjuncture,

And fince it has pleaſed their Noble Mightineſies the 
States of Zeeland, to confer upon us the Office of Stat- 
holder, Captain-General and Admiral of their Province,

E Ordinance, and of being proſecuted as Diſtur- 
bers of the publick Peace. And we hereby alſo recom- 
mend to the Burghers and Inhabitants Tranquility and 
Harmony, that upon our Arrival all * may be fair- 


ly examined, and we be enabled to paſs ſuch a Sentence 
* as Juſtice and Equity may require,
